WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP)— 
The House today approved the 
$1,010,000,000 excise tax-cutting 
bill, “veto proofing” it with a 
$433,000,000 a year boost in new 
levies on big corporations. But 
the ultimate fate of any tax re- 
duction at all may be tied to the 
Korean war. 

The vote was 375 to 14.

The tax bill would slash the 
excises, many of them imposed in 
World War II, on jewelry, furs, 
pocketbooks, movies, baby bottle 
warmers and scores of other items. 

These cuts might become ef- 
fective Sept. 1 or Oct. 1. 

While slashing the excises— 
sometimes called nuisance or 
sales taxes—the measure would 
make up the revenue loss by the 
boost on big corporations, loop- 
hole plugging and other tax law 
revisions. 

This is the “veto proofing” 
process, for President Truman 
warned Congress long ago he 
would approve no excise cutting 
bill that did not offset the reve- 
nue loss by higher taxes in other 
directions.

DETROIT, June 29 ‘AP)—De- 
velopment of a new drug reported 
to be 25 times as effective as 
quinine in treatment of malaria 
was announced today by Parke. 
Davis & Co. 

The drug is known as como- 
quin, and Parke, Davis said that 
“actual field tests in many parts 
of the world” proved it “unsur- 
passed as an anti-malarial.” 

Single doses of camoquin given 
50 malarial patients in Panama 
brought their temperatures to 
normal within 48 hours and only 
one relapse occurred®in 16 
months, the company reported.

A headquarters announcement 
said United States warships hit 
North Korean naval and ground 
units near Inchon, the port of 
Seoul west of the lost capital of 
South Korea, which has been al- 
most completely occupied by the 
invaders. 

Several Points Shelled. 

The -ships attacked several 
points along the coastal strip 
from east of Chunchon to Sam- 
chok, where North Koreans have 
consolidated two beachheads to 
hold a narrow strip a few miles 
deep on the east coast. The at- 
tacks centered in the Samchok 
area, about 40 miles south of the 
North Korea border. Poor visibil- 
ity obscured the results of the 
naval strikes. 

Soon after MacArthur’s plane, 
the Bataan, almost came under 
Red air attack going into Suwon 
for a landing, his air commander, 
Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, 
announced the_ superfortresseg 
had gone into action. 

The big bombers—the same 
type which blasted Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki with atom bombs near 
the end of the Pacific war— 
blasted Kimpo with conventional 
bombs.

No Reference te Use of Troops. 

In his declaration of policy 
Tuesday, Truman made no refer- 
ence to the use of troops, saying 
only that he had ordered air and 
sea forces to support the South 
Korean government. 

Persons familiar with the Mon- 
day night Biair House conference 
at which the air-sea decision was 
made said the question of employ- 
ing troops was passed over for 
the time being. The feeling was , 
that, since the United States was 
-seeking only the limited objective 
of rolling back the Communists | 
to their home territory, it should 
use only the forces essential to | 
that end.

To aid the flow of 
American capital abroad, I have 
recommended that the Congress 
provide for limited guarantees to 
encourage greater investments 
overseas. I am hopeful that this 
legislation will be enacted soon. 

Point Four is not now—and 
should not become — a matter 
for partisan differences of 
opinion. However, some critics 
have attempted to ridicule 

Point Four as a “do-good” 

measure; others have said it is 

a waste of money. This is the 

most foolish kind of short- 

sightedness. If we fail to carry 
out a vigorous Point Four pro- 
gram we run the risk of losing 
to Communism, by _ default, 
hundreds of millions of people 
who now look to us for help 
in their struggle against hun- 


I am going to give you a fac- 
tual—a reporter’s—account of a 
few technical assistance projects 
which have raised living stand- 
ards ... a preview of what a 
full-scale Point Four program 
can mean in the future. 

Project in India. 

In northern India, there is a 
very rich farming area known as 
the Terai district. In recent 
years, the malaria mosquito 
forced people to leave this land. 
One hundred and four villages 
were abandoned. Even in the face 
of India’s tragic food shortage, 
no crops were planted in this 
rich soil 

India called on the World 
Health Organization for help, and 
that organization sent a malaria 
control team which arrived in 


northern India in April 1949. In | 


the face of great difficulties, this 
international group sprayed the 
area with DDT. 

Today, a year later, no in- 
fected mosquito is to be found 
in any village in the Terai dis- 
trict. Local workers have been 
trained to continue ‘the spraying. 
Families who were refugees from 
malaria only one year ago are 
back in their homes, and their 
fields are green again... . 

Let me give you another ex- 
ample of what Point Four can 
mean; this one in Iran. This 
story concerns not an _ interna- 
tional organization, but one of 
our American voluntary groups, 
the Near East Foundation. 

Four years ago, the Government 
of Iran asked the Foundation to 
set up a demonstration project in 
a group of 35 villages not far 
from the capital at Tehran. The 
' Foundation brought village lead- 
ers to a series of training courses. 
It won their confidence, and 
through these leaders it began to 
carry out agricultural and health 
improvements. The Foundation 
met a water shortage by drilling 
deep wells. It overcame water- 
borne diseases with an inexpen- 
give water filter. It sprayed 
homes with DDT. It sprayed 
crops with insecticides. It helped 
' to organize schools in each of the 
35 villages. 

Today, only four years later, 
the village people are at work in

ger and despair. 

Point Four is an investment in 
a peaceful and prosperous world. 
It is a program which will bring 
increasing results over the years. 
It will bring about a chain reac- 
tion in economic development. It 
will serve to create economic 
health where poverty existed, and 
to equip the people of tnder- 
developed areas to carry forward 
their economic gains and preserve 
their independence. 

A major share of this world 
campaign to improve the liveli- 
hood of peoples will be carried 
out under the United Nations. 
| In the United Nations charter, 
'each member government pledged 
‘that it would promote solutions

In 1944, when he was com- 
manding general of the Eastern 
Air Command, American bombers 
struck Bangkok, Thailand, in a 
series of heavy raids which 
smashed installations of the 
Japanese-held port. 

In June 1944, he aided in plan- 
ning a tremendous raid by Ameri- 
can B-29 Superfortresses based in 
China. The Forts, making a 2000- 
mile round trip on one of the 
longest bombing missions up to 
that time, hit the Yawata steel 
works on the Japanese island of 
Kyushu, reducing it to a rubbish 
heap. 

Decorated by England. 

Stratemeyer’s services in South- 
east Asia won him the Order of 
Commander of the Bath from 
King George VI. When Allied 
forces began to force a Japanese 
retreat from Burma, Stratemeyer 
kept his fighting and bombing 
planes pounding at Japanese 
troops and supply centers, while 
cargo planes shuttled constantly 
to and from Allied forward bases, 
dropping food and munitions to 
our advancing armies. He later 
assumed command of the Army 
Air Forces in the China theater. 
Stratemeyer became command- 
ing general of the Air Defense 
Command in 1946, and in Decem- 
ber 1948 became commanding 
general of the recently-created 
Continental Air Command. In 
April of last year, he became 
commanding general of Far East 
Air Forces, with headquarters in 
Tokyo. 
Born in Cincinnati Nov. 24, 
1890, he was graduated from West 
Point in 1915. He was appointed 
a second lieutenant and assigned 
to infantry service in Texas, serv- 
ing there and in Arizona until he 
was detailed to the aviation sec- 
tion of the Army Signal Corps in 
1916 for flying training.

They did not 
expect anything so positive; the 
most stunned were those who had 
quizzed Secretaries Acheson and 
Johnson the day before.

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Explanation of New Selective 


Service Act Passed by Congress 


Chief Change Gives President Power to Call 
Exempted Reservists to Active Duty 
Whenever They Are Needed.

WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP). 


HIS is an ABC on the new draft act—the Selective Service Act 
—which Congress approved this week. President Truman will 


sign it into law. 
It will remain law until July 


~ 


9, 1951.. It is the same draft law 


which has been in effect since 1948, except for a couple of changes, 
only one of which need be mentioned here. 


The new law means: 

1. Every youth must regis- 
ter with his local draft board, 
or a place designated by it, 
within five days after reaching 
his eighteenth birthday. But he 
can’t be drafted until he is 19. 

2. Every youth between 19 
and 26—and all between those 
ages must be registered—can be 
drafted into the armed forces 
for 21 months’ service, fnless 
deferred or exempted for one 
reason or another. 


Law Not Yet Used. 


Actually, although this draft 
law has been on the books since 
1948, no one has been drafted in 
the last 18 months. Why? Be- 
cause enough youths have enlist- 
ed voluntarily to make drafting 
others unnecessary. Enlistments 
are running about 34,000 a month. 

Some will be exempt from the 
draft because they are: 

1. Ministers and_ students 
studying for the ministry. 

2. Physically, mentally and 
morally unfit. 

3. Aliens who have not de- 
clared themselves interested in 
becoming citizens. 

4. State governors or others 
elected by the people of an en- 
tire state; members of Congress 
and state legislatures; state and 
federal judges. 

5. Sole surviving sons of fam- 
ilies which lost one or more 
members due to service in the 
armed forces. 

6. Conscientious objectors 
who say, because of their re- 
ligious beliefs, they can’t per- 
form any kind of military serv- 
ice, combat or non-combat. 
They will have to prove this to 
the draft board’s satisfaction. 

7. Youths now in the armed 
forces. Since they're already 
in military service, they can’t 
very well be drafted for mili- 
tary service. 

8. War veterans who served 
in the armed forces at least 90 
days bétween Dec. 7, 1941, and 
Sept. 12, 1945. 
' 9 Service veterans who 
served 12 months between Sept. 
16, 1940, and June 24, 1948, 
when this draft law first went 
into effect. 


26 is exempt from the draft since 
only those under 26 can be 
drafted under the law. 


There are other youths who 
can get deferment from induc- 
tion into th> armed forces for 
various reasons. 


(Under the law an exempt per- 
son can't be drafted. But a de- 
ferred person is one who is kept 
out of the draft only for the pe- 
riod of such deferment.) 

Deferments are: 

1. Conscientious 
whose conscience won't let 
them fight although they're 
willing to do non-combat duty 
in the armed forces. 


?. Youths who are in impor- 
tant farm work or some occupa- 
tion considered necessary to the 
national health, safety or inter- 
est and can’t be replaced. 

3. Youths living with a wife 
and child; or youths whose 
drafting would mean a real 
hardship for someone depen- 
dent on them. 


4. Members of a reserve out- 
fit, like the National Guard 
or the officers’ reserve. But~— 
and this was the only impor- 
tant change made by the new 
law—the President can call 
them into active service any- 
time he thinks they are needed. 
Also, to get deferment because 
you are in the National Guard, 
you must have been in it since 
before June 24, 1948. Which 
means: 


You can’t duck the draft, if 
you are needed, by running to 
join the National Guard now. 


5. College students in ad- 
vanced courses in the Reserve 
Officers Training Corps. Each 
such case will be judged on its 
merits. A student just begin- 
ing R.O.T.C. training couldn’t 
escape the draft simply by be- 
ing in the R.O.T.C. 


What of a youth who wants to 
finish his schooling? The boards 
will defer a youth in high school 
or college until he has completed 
a year of school in the year in 
which he otherwise would have 
been drafted. This is not really 
a deferment but only a postpone-

_ The proposed new charter, like the

‘nel Director shall also serve as Secre- 
tary of the Civil Service Commission. 
-In my opinion this is a major weakness. 
Under this provision it is extremely 
‘difficult, if not impossible, to have in- 
correct classifications corrected. It 
Seriously impairs the right of city em- 
‘plovyes to appeal to the Commission 
from decisions of the Personnel Di- 
rector. 
- The Personnel Director is now vested 
with what amounts to arbitrary author- 
tees He decides and assigns the clas- 


sification grades in the first place; he © 


is the sole arbiter in a request for re- 
classification; and if his decision is ap- 
pealed to the Commission he is again 
present, to unduly influence the com- 
missioners to su his previous de- 
‘cisions. That is entirely too much 
Peronnel Director to make for fair and 
equitable classifications. 

It seems to me the Commission 
-should have its own Secretary and its 
own quarters, independent of the Per- 
sonnel Director.

After more than four days of fighting, the 
military situation in Korea is still uncertain. In 
some respects it appears definitely to be bet- 
ter. In other ways dispatches still favor the 
northern invaders against the defenders of 
South Korea. Gen. MacArthur’s quick return 
to Japan after a visit to the battle area could 
mean further deterioration. It could also mean 
that he went back to direct the transfer of 
American ground troops from Japan to Korea. 
Events soon will make clear enough which 
reading is correct. 

But however uncertain the precise military 
situation may be, there is no uncertainty as to 
the attitude of the American people. Neither 
is there any uncertainty as to the international 
reaction. That is, aside from Moscow, where 
this latest Communist aggression must have 
been masterminded if not expressly ordered. 

~ . ~ 

The unanimity of this country is demonstrated 
by the immediate support from across party 
lines for President Truman’s courageous decision 
to send in American planes and ships. Our 
only living former President, Herbert Hoover, 
spoke for millions, who voted against Mr. Tru- 
man, when he said: 

When the United States draws the sword, 
there is only one course for our people. 
Like others, I have opposed many of our 
foreign policies, but now is not the time 
to argue origins, mistakes, responsibilities 
or consequences. There is only one way out 
of such situations as this: that is to win. 
To win, we must have unity of purpose and 
action. 

President Truman’s opponent in 1948, Gov. 
Dewey, spoke up even before Mr. Hoover. Agree- 
ing “wholeheartedly” with Mr. Truman's “diffi- 
cult decision,” the most recent G.O.P. standard 
bearer said that the stand of the White House 
“was necessary to the security of our country 
and the free world.” 

Senator Taft, who perhaps more than any 
other one man in Congress typifies the Re- 
publican party, said he supports the use of 
American armed forces against the Communist 
aggressors. The Ohio Senator's qualifica- 
tions were that Congress should have been 
consulted and that developments, in his judg- 
ment, proved Secretary Acheson wrong in his 
Asiatic policies and so unsuited to cbntinue as 
heed of the State Department. 

Even more expressive of national sentiment 
is the all but unanimous vote in Congress for 
the extension of the Draft Act. The vote in 
the House was 315 to 4. The Senate voted, 
76 to 0, but after the roll call 18 Senators who 
were not present announced their support of 
the extension. Thus, all except two Senators, 
Vandenberg of Michigan who is ill and Young 
of North Dakota who was absent for his state’s 
primary, are recorded as supporting the ex- 
tension of selective service. The bill, more- 
over, gives the President authority to start in- 
ductions at any time within a year and to call 
reserve and national guard wnits to active duty. 

* * * 

International support amounts to much more 
than the formal act of UN in condemning the 
aggression against the South Korean state, 
which UN itself created. Already the British, 
Australian and New Zealand fleéts have offered 
sea forces to aid the American ships which 
President Truman ordered to the area of hos- 
tilities.

The one most fervent hope of all still is that 
the decision to meet force with force will lo- 
calize this outbreak, that it will qonvince the 
Kremlin that the day of appeasement of dic- 
tators is past, and that within a few days peace

Be that as it may, the American people are 
united and with them are most of the peoples 
of the world. 
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The Husbandly Rule 


A Chicago housewife has drawn up a list of 10 
wifely commandments which her estranged hus- 
band must agree to if he expects to be taken 
back. She wants him to give her a few dollars 
for entertainment, tell her where he is going 
when he goes out for the night, realize the re- 
sponsibility of marriage, and so forth.

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St. Louis Needs City Planning 


Mayor Darst has now made his first two ap- 
pointments to the City Plan Commission. Before 
long he will have to make a third, to replace 
Chairman Joseph A. McClain Jr., who is leaving 
St. Louis to becomé dean of the law school at 
Duke University. 

It must be hoped that these appointments will 
bring the City Administration and the Plan 
Commission into close working relations. The 
Commission needs to be strengthened at every 
opportunity, and the vital character of its work 
needs to be recognized. 

Political officeholders often look upon city 
planning bodies as theoretical dreamers ‘whose 
counsel can be brushed aside when plain, prac- 
tical men set out to “get things done.” Wise 
Mayors around the country are learning that in 
the conditions they confront: today good city 
planning of a professional standard is indis- 
pensable. It can be, indeed, the most severely 
practical of instruments for the tasks at hand. 

If St. Louis is to choose the path of progress 
rather than decay, the housing and other proj- 
ects that must be built in the years ahead will 
have a deep impact upon all aspects of com- 
munity life. If the job is done in bits and 
pieces, each phase of it will create serious new 
problems involving unnecessary costs and ad- 
justments. This can be avoided only by sus- 
tained planning for the city as a whole. 

For example, recent studies by the Plan Com- 
mission show that the complete rebuilding of 
the blighted areas would so alter the city’s 
population pattern as to require the building of 
12 new schools and the replacement or enlarge- 
ment of 12 others. It would be poor municipal 
economy to provide the housing without pre- 
paring also to provide the schools. Since they 
will have to be built in any case, tney should be 


» planned in advance. 


Here is just one instance of the need for 
fitting each item of the rebuilding program into 
an over-all plan. If Mayor Darst is to rebuild,

To do the job well, he needs a strong 
Plan Commission and professional counsel. 
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It Was Time 

For 85 years Missourt Genied py taw the right 
of some of its citizens to attend its State Uni- 
versity and colleges. Now Circuit Judge Sam C. 
Blair has cut through the old line of enforced 
segregation, and it was time. 

Missouri's segregation policy in schools of 
higher learning was unjust to many residents 
and costly to all. Lincoln University for Negroes 
could not possibly: duplicate the educational ad- 
vantages of the University of Missouri. Some 
of the efforts at duplication placed unnecessary 
expense on the State treasury. 

The prejudice on which the segregation plan 
was based has been withering away. University 
of Missouri students voted by more than 4 to 1 
in favor of admitting Negroes. Students at the 
School of Mines also voted to open their school 
at Rolla. The State House of Representatives 
voted by 100 to 8 in favor of admission. Yet 
nothing more was done, even though Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Kentucky admitted Ne- 
groes to their state universities. ‘ 

Judge Blair has not wiped all . segregation 
from Missouri's state colleges, but he has given 
Missouri a more enlightened policy. Negroes 
must be accepted by the State University and 
five state colleges, for courses not offered them 
at Lincoln University. 

The Judge says his decision was virtually writ- 
ten for him by United States Supreme Court 
opinions in the Texas and Oklahoma cases, and 
that is true. Missouri's policy conflicted with 
constitutional guarante2s of minority rights. 

But the issue might have hung over Missouri 
for a long time, if Judge Blair had not delivered 
a forceful ruling that leaves slight room for 
argument. The ruling would not have been 
made at all if the State University’s Board of 
Curators had not put the question to the court. 

What has happened is a credit to all of them, 
including also the students, and no credit at all 
to State Senator Emery Allison and some of his 
colleagues. They obstructed the admission bill 
passed by the House. 

After he became a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States Senator, 
Mr. Allison said the admission issue was a mat- 
ter for the courts to decide. He might as well 
have said that the Legislature had no obligae- 
tion to alter unwise legislation. The court has 
acted now, but Candidate Allison’s excuse is as 
flimsy as the day he made it. 

The State University and colleges face little 
or no difficulty in adjusting themselves to 
Judge Blair’s ruling. Missouri has waited long 
for acticn assuring all its citizens of equal 
rights to higher education. It is not a revolu- 


tionary step, but only a proper one.

As Alaska and Hawaii W ait 


Now that the Alaska and Hawaii statehood 
bills have been reported out by the Senate In- 
terior Committee, they should be brought to 


the floor for a vote as expeditiously as the Ad- 


ministration leadership can manage it. 

As a measure strengthening the national de- 
fense, statehood for these two territories has 
long been urgently desirable. From this stand- 
point it has hardly been more desirable at any 
time than it is now. Alaska particularly, and 
Hawaii but little less so, are among the most 
vulnerable of all the areas for which the United 
States is responsible. 

The State Department is urging statehood for 
Hawali to support American foreign policy and 
fulfill this country’s UN obligation to promote 
local self-government. Secretary of Defense 
Johnson strongly urges it. Interior Secretary 
Chapman says Hawaii is more ready for state- 
hood than any of the 48 states was at the time 
of its admission into the Union. Similarly im- 
pressive testimony has been given in behalf of 
Alaska’s claim to statehood. 

Both major political parties have pledged 
statehood for Alaska and Hawaii. Both state- 
hood bills have passed the House at the present 
session. It is now entirely up to the Senate, 
where statehood’s supporters have beaten the 
committee bottling-up which bedeviled some 
A determined push by the Ad- 
ministration at this favorable time should result 
in the creation of the forty-ninth and fiftieth 
states. Since President Truman has repeatedly 
called on Congress to pass the bills, it now re- 
mains only for Majority Leader Lucas {® sched- 
ule them for passage.

But saying 
Seoul is something else again, and in the brief 
time thus far in which radio announcers have 
had to wrestle with it, it has come out See-ule, 
Sole, Sule, and no doubt several other things 
we didn’t catch at the moment. 

Extensive research—in three dictionaries— 
only confirms our previous opinion that lexicog- 
raphers aren't as authoritative as they're cracked 
up to be. The American College Dictionary 
(handy desk, or paper weight, size) recommends 
Sah-ool, with the oo as in book. Or, alterna- 
tively, Syoeool, which monstrosity it claims is 
the Korean way of pronouncing it. 

However, Webster's New International (Sec- 
ond Ed., Unabr., Regular Style, Weight 1614 
lbs.) holds out from its authoritative eminence 
for Se-ool, with the e as in end and the oo as 
in either fool or book. But proving that Web- 
ster's right hand knows not what its left 
is doing, Webster's Geographical Dictionary 
righteously advises Sole, or still another, Sah-ule, 
and makes no mentfon at all of Se-ool. 

That makes six approved versions so far. and 
leaves the poor radio announcer with nothing 
to do except try to duck the issue, which is what 
Webster's Geographical Dictionary does anyway 
by hiding the whole thing under Keijo (Kajo). 
It adds, however, that Kyongsong is perfectly 
all right, too, ;

“We in Korea are in the very front line of struggle against Com- 
munism,” Ambassador Chang warned in speech last fall; he urged 
America to increase aid; republic was in dire need of our military 
and economic assistance; its army réquired astillery and planes. 


From an Address by Dr. John M. Chang, Korean Ambassador, at the 
Washington Press Club, Sept. 22, 1949 


This is no time for a long historical re- 
view. I need not detail for you the humil- 
iatson and degradation and physical suf- 
fering we Koreans endured under 40 years 
of Japanese rule—a period so black that 


“your President and the other statesmen 


at the Cairo Conference could find no 
better term to sum it up than the stark 
word “enslavenient.” 


Suffice it to say that we in Korea have 


had our fill of foreign totalitarian rule— 


and we are deter- 
mind that whatever 
the cost, we shall 
never endure it 
again. 


Came the world- 
shaking blast at 
Hiroshima, and the 
shackles that had 
bound us for an en- 
tire generation were 
blown away. While 
our eyes were still 
filled with the tears 
of gratitude and re- 
joicing, we saw our 
liberating allies split Dr. John M, Chanq 
into two camps, with their line of division 
drawn squarely through the middle of our 
own land. 


For two years we witnessed the life- 
blood of our economy drain away, whil 
new totalitarian power entrenched itSelf 
in our industrial north, and we suffered 
complete inability to take any measures 
in our own behalf. 


Specious Plea for Unity 


Korea emerged from that dangerous pe- 
riod for two reasons. The first was that 
our people never yielded to the specious 
plea that we regain our unity by surren- 
dering to Communist demands. And the 
second reason was that the United States 
sought no advantages for itself in the 
portion of our country which it occupied, 
but promised us aid in securing reunifica- 
tion and independence of our distraught 
nation. 


During those two years, while we strug- 
gled to find the means to exist, the Com- 
munist grip on north Asia gradually 
tightened, and a Communist puppet re- 
gime was solidly entrenched in our own 
country, north of the thirty-eighth parallel 
line. 

It was not until 1947 that the United 
States iurned from direct negotiations 
with the Soviet Union to present the 
Korean question to the broader forum of 
the United Nations. And it was still an- 
other nine months before an election was 
held in South Korea to give our people 
their first chance to set up a government 
of their own choice. 


Meanwhile, northern Korea was com- 
pletely submerged under totalitarian po- 
lice control. An estimated 2,000,000 people 
had, meantime, uprooted themselves from 
their ancestral homes in the North to 
seek the sanctuary of freedom in the 
South, thus presenting us with a refu- 
gee problem as severe as €xists any- 
where in the world. 


Building With One Hand 


Our mines and factories had fallen into 
disrepair, with production down to 20 
per cent of the prewar years. Our people 
were disorganized and empty-handed, and 
across the border was a Soviet trained 
and equipped army estimated to humber 
200.000 men. 

We had to build our government and 
our industry from the ground up, while 
confronted with the powerful Communist 
aggression drive for Asian empire. The 
problem was that we could build only 
with our left hand. Our right hand was 
occupied with defense-~—with rooting out 
the Communist conspiracies in our midst, 


and with holding back the Communist 
armies from the North. 

But we. put down their rebellions. We 
broke up their underground organization. 
Above ail, our people remained loyal and 
were not confused by the propaganda bar- 
rage. 

Our foremost economic problem was 
simply to exist. There was a dire short- 
age of all kinds of consumer goods. But 
our Government and our people united 
in one firm resolve. We tightened our 
belts and put every cent that could pos- 
sibly be spared into rehabilitation of 
mines and factories, in generation of elec- 
tric power and purchase of raw materials, 
into transportation and education. 

But the chief emphasis in our thinking 
today must rest upon the fact that the 
circumstances we confront are not normal 
—¢either in Korea, or in Asia as a whole, 
or in the world. 

We, in Korea, are in the very front 
line of a struggle that causes even you in 
the United States a degree of dread. We 
believe that in striving to hold back the 
Communist conquest of our own country, 
we are serving the cause of democratic 
freedom everywhere. 


If Korca Should Be Lost? 


I know, as you do, that the United 
States is in the midst of a soul-searching 
reappraisal of its policies in the Far East. 
Knowing something of the history of the 
United States and the character of the 
American people, I am convinced that 
your force will be thrown decisively 
against the spread of totalitarian aggres- 


' sion in that part of the world. 


But if by some tragic chance, Korea 
should be lost, what would be the out- 
come? At the south end of our penin- 
sula, at Chinhae, is one of the best 
naval bases in the world. There are, in 
the South, several important airfields. 


With these key points in Communist 
hands, access to Japan would be so sim- 
ple as to be inviting. Thus, Korea lost 
can make war inevitable; Korea strength- 
ened can help maintain peace for all men. 


In speaking to you today, I would enter 
the plea that your economic and military 
aid should not be too long delayed. A 
fire is raging in the East, and we feel it 
hot upon our faces this very day. It is 
my belief that delay means tragedy for 
the exposed friends who are holding ad- 
vanced segments of the front line. 


“Our Thin Line of Troops” 


The simple fact is that our thin line 
of troops along the thirty-eighth parallel 
is confronting the organized Communist 
power of Asia with no more than light 
arms, and with inadequate ammunition for 
the rifles in our soldiers’ hands. P 

We need artillery and we need planes. 
We need ships. We need at least the rudi- 
ments of what any army must have in 
this twentieth century if it is to succeed 
against the weapons with which it is 
faccd. 

Meanwhile, behind the front lines, the 
economic advances we achieved so preca- 
riously are threatened by delay in raw ma- 
terials and essential machinery. As month 
after month creeps by, the paralyzing de- 
lay of vital industrial aid threatens us 
with the spectre of economic collapse. 

Korea at the present moment is con- 
tinuing to hold the line against Commu- 
nist pressure in the Far East. But it is 
only due to the frankness demanded in 
such a group as yours to say that we 
must have help.

Wagner as a Racist 


THE RACIAL THINKING OF RICHARD WAGNER, by 
Leon Stein. (Philesephical Library, 252 pas., $4.78.) 
In a stimulating, lively stvle, Dr. Leon 

Stein, director of the graduate division, 
De Paul University School of Music, gives 
the reader many interesting and pene- 
trating observations on German music in 
general, and on the music and thought of 
Wagner in particular. He demonstrates 
aneW that Wagner was by no means a 
logical, objective thinker; that his nu- 
merous writings were but the presenta- 
tions of prejudices and preconceived no- 
tions, bolstered up 
in many instances by 
thoughts and phrases 
from predecessors. 

Stein devotes him- 
self to various as- 
pects of Wagner's 
racial thinking: 
“Volk,” Language, 
“Kultur,” Christian- 
ity, as well as to sem- 
itism. One might re- 
fer to his “racial 
thinking” as nation- 
alism—-of a mystical, 
non-aggressive, high- 
ly exclusive, non-ex- 
portable kind. 

Despite the wealth of footnotes and 
references to works of pre-Wagnerian, 
contemporary and twentieth century writ- 
ers, this book can hardly be called a 
scholarly study of the subject. The analv- 
sis of Wagner’s thought is sound and care- 
fully done. However, the justification for 
Stein’s constant references to the treat- 
ment of Jews during the Third Reich is 
to be found only in the undocumented 
statement: “. .. the evidence afforded 
by the direct references to Wagner re- 
moves any doubt as to the great extent of 
that inflwence on the leading thinkers of 
the Third Reich.” 

Without doubt, important figures in the 
Third Reich had much in common with 
Wagner, especially along the lines of op- 
portunism, the end’s justifying the means, 
materialistic success at any cost, the na- 
tionalism, which they made aggressive, 
etc. A careful study of Third Reich 
thought would certainly show many more 
echoes of Wagner's thinking than just his 
anti-Semitism, which Stein constantly men- 
tions when dealing with Germany's re- 
cent past. The last paragraph presents 
the author’s polemic purpose: 

“It can only be a matter of profound 
sorrow that a study such as this should 
have been necessary. For it is one of the 
great tragedies of our civilization that a 
great creative genius such as Wagner's was 
lodged in a mind and spirit such as he 
had. His racial thinking is part of a 
morbid sgcial affliction, and his pseudo- 
philosophy is kept alive and sustained by 
the very prestige of his musical work. 
And because these works will live for a 
long time and support the influence of his 
concepts, mankind must. be inoculated 
against this disease, not only once, but 
once in every generation.”

OURTH OF JULY ahead, with 

the youngsters looking forward 

anxiously to a picnic, dad hap- 
pily planning a day of fishing, and 
mother unhappily dreading the 
chore of extra marketing for a 
holiday. But take heart, there is 
good news this week in the mar- 
’ ket places. 

Chances are that there is either 
a picnic or a barbecue on the 
agenda, and to most people that 
means fried chicken or hot dogs. 
Fryers are of exceptionally good 
quality right now, and a real 
value. Ever stop to consider that 
several years ago you had to 
stick to small chickens for fry- 
ing? Now you can get delicious 
fryers in three-pound sizes, due to 
scientific raising methods which 
make the chickens grow larger in 
a shorter period of time. Of 
course improved’ handling and 
transportation, which keep the 
chickens packed in cracked ice all 
the way through and put them in 
retail stores the day after they 
are killed, also help make your 
fried chicken something pretty 
special these days. 

If you settle on hot dogs let us 
remind you that, while the skin- 
less wieners are fine for warming 
in hot water, the old-fashioned 
ones with the skins on are far 
more juicy and flavorful for grill- 
ing or barbecuing. And here is a 
buying tip: Wieners, like any- 
thing else, can be made up to a 
standard or down to a price. If 
you stick to those which are sold 
in one-pound cellophane packages 
you can depend upon getting 
choice ones and avoiding disap- 
pointment. The packers put their 
best wieners in these cello bags. 

Another excellent buy is fresh 
pork. Because smoked hams were 
put down when pork was high 
they may be a little more expen- 
sive than the fresh pork items, 
but still represent good values. 
The ready-to-eat picnic hams, dec- 
orated with fruit, and cold cuts 
of all kinds are worth considering.

There are few suggestions for | 


spending the Fourth of July which 
meet with more approval than a 
picnic. Whether you spend the 
day out in the park, at the river 
or in your own back yard, food 


is going to be the first considera- 
tion. 

Food should be the kind that 
travels well and is the kind that 
will satisfy those keen outdoor 
appetites. If you belong to the 
school of outdoor cookery you will 


find the new fresh frosted steak- 
ettes or hamburger patties right 
for outdoor meals. These are two 
of the items now being put out by 
a Chicago packer in a new line 
of consumer size packages of fresh 
frosted meats. : 

Along with the meats there 
should be buns, tomato and cu- 
cumber slices, potato chips, a 
thermos jug of something to 
drink. A dessert trick is a toast- 
ed marshmallow and a square of 
sweet chocolate between two 
small graham crackers. 

Barbecued Chicken. 

If you want something fancy in 
the way of meats, try barbecuing 
chicken on a spit over live coals. 
The chickens are brushed with fat 
or oil and placed on a spit. If the 
barbecuing is done on a picnic, 
the spit will be rotated by hand 
so that the fat from the chicken 
bastes as the spit is turned. Sauce 
is daubed on chicken to give it 
tha special flavor and color. The 
chicken should be cooked until it 
is well browned and the skin and 
meat begin to split. The more 
basting with sauce, the better the 
flavor. 

Where the oven method is used, 
chicken is dipped in barbecue 
sauce. Chicken is arranged on 
broiler rack, skin side down and 
the cavity of each half is filled 
with barbecue sauce. Cooking 
should be slow and pan drippings 
should be served over chicken. 

If ice cream is on your menu 
for the outing you might like to 
make several quarts of it and car- 
ry freezer and all to the picnic 
site with you. Most freezers to- 
day are rust and leak proof and 
are well insulated. For “ripen- 
ing” ice cream use one quart of 
ice to each cupful of coarse rock 
salt if the ice cream is to be 
served within two hours. Use two 
quarts of ice to each cup of salt 
if the ice cream is to be served 
several hours later. 

Here is a recipe for ice cream 
that will please the young fry: 

Peppermint Stick Ice -Cream. 

Sixteen marshmallows. 

One cup hot milk. 

One cup whipping cream. 

One cup crushed peppermint 
stick candy.

Every enterprising .housewife 
and home maker should know 
how to make bread since it is no 
longer the chore that it was in 
grandmother's day.

Add three packages dry yeast

In Chemical War, Army Man Says 


Medical Officer Cites Value in Trying to Es- ' 
- tablish Base — Doctors Told of New 
Radiation Treatment.

.- SAN FRANCISCO, June 29 
(AP)—If any enemy should try a 
chemical attack against this coun- 
try he probably would use nerve 
gases, Col. John R. Wood, Army 
medical officer, said today. 

These gases might be of value 
to an invading force planning to 
establish a base within United 
States borders, Col. Wood said in 
a paper for the American Medical 
Association. 

The never gases act by poison- 
ing nerve endings where they are 
attached to the muscles they con- 
trol. In severe cases they can 


paralyze the breathing muscles and 


cause quick death. 

Col. Wood, who is chief of the 
medical division of the Army 
Medical Center in Maryland, said 
atropine, a drug widely used to 
dilate constricted blood vessels 
and other body parts, can be ef- 
fective against gassed persons if 
used in time. 

Treatment for Radiation. 

A treatment which for the first 
time yields hope of saving a sub- 
stantial number of persons from 
deadly radiation sickness result- 
ing from atomic bombing was 
reported to the doctors yesterday. 

The treatment mainly is a com- 


bination of whole blood transfu- | dling its fight against “socialized

sion and doses of aureomycin, an 
antibiotic. 

Dr. J. Garrott Allen of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Medical School 
reported this method had saved 
the lives of two dogs which had 
been given lethal shots of X-rays. 

X-radiation was the third cause 
of death in the bombing of Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. Blast and 
heat were the main producers of 
casualties.

—The Government$has no power 
to seize, freeze or ration any 
commodities, and has not even 
discussed the possibility of ask- 
dng for voluntary curbs, a top of- 
ficial said today.

made the statement when ques-. 


tioned about scattered rumors of 
impending “freeze” orders on 
rubber, zine and other materials. 

“There is no indication of such 
action,” McCoy told a reporter. 
“The Government’s needs are 
ing supplied. I see no need for 
controls.” ; 

His office would administer any 
such controls. This could be done 
only if, first, Congress or the 
President should declare an emer- 
gency, and, second, Congress 
should vote the legal authority. 

The “war powers” of World 
War II have expired. New legis- 
lation gives the Government cer- 
tain controls over atomic materi- 
als and rubber. In the case of 
rubber, the allocation authority

Television in Review 


Can Movie Theaters 
Take Over TV? 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, June 29. 


SMALL storm has been kicked up by a booklet 
A issued by the Theater Owners of America pro- 
posing that motion picture theaters lick the 
menace of television simply by installing theater 
television and outbid- 
ding the broadcasters 
in their own fields. 
This _ proposition 
Seems on the surface 
deceptively simple and 
at least threatening 
enough to have 
alarmed E. F. McDon- 
ald Jr., president of 
the Zenith Radio Co. 
The plan, which | con- 
sider basically un- 
sound, was advanced 
by Nathan L. Halpern, 
a television consult- 
ant, and has the bless- 
ing of Gael Sullivan, 
executive director of 
Owners of America.

Ten cities, says Halpern, will soon have theater 
television; that is, large-screen television operating 
on closed circuits unavailable to the home set 
owner. If, say, 2000 theaters were hooked up on 
a closed circuit, they would have a potential box- 
office of about $1,800,000 for a single attraction 
and could well afford to pay $500,000 for a single 
show. Half a million clams, of course, is quite a 
lot beyond the means of an advertiser who has 
no box office. 
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ON SPECIAL EVENTS and sports, Halpern con- 
tinues, the theater owners could again simply out- 
bid the sponsors in gaining exclusive rights to the 
world series, the Kentucky Derby, heavyweight 
prize fights, and even—a wild flight of fancy— 
presidential inaugurations. Halpern’s proposition 
is a great deal more detailed than this outline, 
but I think I have the essential points. 


Halpern has something here. But not much. 
Take his proposal to put on a bigger and better 
program than TV can afford. He points out that 
recent Manhattan stage shows, for which the thea- 
ters could outbid the advertisers, feature such top 
personalities as Bob Hope, Burt Lancaster, Lena 
Horne. Martin and Lewis, Tony Martin, Connie 
Boswell, Marilyn Maxwell, Clifton Webb, Jack 
Haley, Peter Lorre, Janet Blair and Vic Damone. 
Well, after all, possibly all of them have been 
seen on home television in recent months. Who 
is going to pay 75 cents at a theater to see Martin 
and Lewis do an act on theater television they 
did on Ed Sullivan’s show the previous night? 


The theater owners, by spending a lot of money, 
could offer a large quantity of top personalities, 
I suppose. But sheer quantity of star material 
has never worked very well, even in the movies. 
As for tying up the big sports attractions and thus 
driving the sports fans into the theaters because 
they can’t see the events at home, I admit this 
might bring a very large audience—for two or 
three events a year. No more than that. The 
world series would undoubtedly draw a crowd. 
So would an important heavyweight championship 
bout. But I very much doubt that a bout by any 
of the active heavyweights today would lure\10 
people into a theater. 


* * * 


AN ORDINARY FIGHT, an ordinary ball game, 
an ordinary sports event of any kind is not going 
to lure the set owner from Milton Berle when 
he stops to consider that 75-cent admission fee, 
the sitter problem and transportation to and from 
a theater. In a foreword to this novel proposal, 
Gael Sullivan declares: 


“We theater owners . can make television 
our ally and not our enemy. Through our com- 
bined buying powers, our ‘know-how, and tele- 
vising over closed wave length circufls, we can 
offer superlative quality of talent and showman- 
ship not possible on home television .. . if we band 
together and harness this new giant, television, to 
work for us.” 


* * * 


BOTH SULLIVAN and Halpern seem to mis- 
understand the nature of the revolution wrought 
by television. The whole point of television is 
that it is now possible to pipe Bob Hope into a 
man’s living room. If the theater owners want a 
method of piping Bob Hope from theater to theater, 
they will find their old, old method of putting 
him on film and shipping him around far more 
efficient and infinitely more satisfactory to the 
audience. 


Television is just a more efficient method of 
distributing Bob Hope as the telephone was a 
basic improvement on the megaphone. The essen- 
tizi qualities of Bob Hope had nothing to do with 
the situation. If the theaters could obtain ex- 
clusive use of Hope—and I’m sure Hope has more 
sense than to let them do such a thing—television 
will simply create its own Bob Hope. 


When the movies came in, there were thousands 
of legitimate theaters in the land. There are 
now only a fraction of that number. and there 
are 19,000 movie theaters in their place. Ten 
years from now, virtually every American home 
will be its own theater. There will still be a 
motion picture industry as there still is a legitimate 
theater. But I very much doubt that there will 
be 19,000 motion picture theaters.

Some Sandwiches to Suit Man's Taste 
Friend Husband Wants Something Substantial, but the Variety Is Endless

HEN a man thinks of a sand- 

wich he thinks of something 

pretty substantial. A gener- 
ous hunk of ham between slices 
of bread, for instance, with a spot 
of mustard or something to keep 
it from being too dry. 

But say sandwich to the Little 
Woman and the word conjures NG 
up something entirely different in AMM? 
her mind. She sees a dainty little 
affair about the size and thick- 
ness of a silver dollar, with scal- 
loped edges like a doily and a 
filling that tastes like one. Maybe 
it’s these little ideological differ- 
“ences which keep the sexes at 
war all the time. 

Not that every male’s dream of 
a sandwich is a Dagwood special. 
But he does like to feel when he 
picks up a sandwich that he has 
come to grips with something he 
can recognize.

Well seasoned ground lean beef 
with a. good slice of Bermuda 
onion. 

Any ‘cold meat spread with 
mayonnaise and sprinkled lightly 
with curry powder. 
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SO YOU SEE that if you have 
imagination and some idea of the 
proper combination of flavors. 
you can make excellent sand- 
wiches out of just about anything 
you find in the icebox or pantry. 
Some of them no doubt would 
astound the Earl of Sandwich, 
who started it all when, loath to 
leave the gaming tables, he would 
send for “a piece of meat be- 
tween two pieces of bread.” And 
while that still makes a good

The amount of harm done by 
the German occupation to an old 
palace like Versailles is, of course, 
incalculable, and will take a long 
time to repair. Little by little the 
work of restoring the palace it- 
self goes on, but a great deal 
still remains to be done even in 
the grounds.

America: Land of Freedom and Plenty 


Correspondent, Seeing U.S. Through Eyes of French Wife, Finds Trust in Fellow-Men a Basic Ingredient

This is the first of two articles 
by an American correspondent, 
just back from Eurepe and the 
Middle East, whe with Independ- 
ence day around the corner lists 
from his own experiences some 
sound reasons for celebrating it. 


Y French wife was so tense 
when the immigration offi- 
cers came aboard our ship in 
New York harbor that she hardly 
looked at the Statue of Liberty. 
“How long are they going to 
question me?” she asked. “One 
hour? Two hours? I wish it 
were all over.” 
I knew the Missus had a sort 
of border-crossing complex. On 


our travels through Europe, she . 


usually got jittery 50 miles ahead 
of every frontier. But I had never 
seen her more nervous than when 
she first saw the U.S.A. 

The American immigration of- 
ficer was a white-haired gentle- 
man with noncommittal features. 
He stamped my United States 
passport, looked at my wife, 
checked her visa, stretched out 
his hand and said with a smile: 

“Welcome to this country, mad- 
am. We are glad to have you 
here.” 

Mrs. Herald’s face lit up, but as 
we walked off the gangplank she 
inquired: 

“And now, where are the inter- 
rogators?” 

It took me some time to con- 
vince her that she was “through,” 
that she already was a resident of 
the United States, safe in 
America. 

Her next surprise came at the 
hotel registration desk. As I 
signed in, she pulled out her pass- 
port and handed it to the room 
clerk. 

“Can I have it back tomorrow 
morning?” she asked. 

The reception clerk was at a 
loss. What on earth did she want 
him to do with her passport? 

“Well, have it submitted to the 
police, of course,” my companion 
said. - 

Everyone laughed, but how 
could I blame my wife for her 
“boner”? 

In all continental countries we 
had to fill out long police ques- 
tionnaires each time we arrived 
at a hotel. In Spain, we werent 
allowed to buy a railway ticket 
without completing forms in trip- 
licate about our personal status 
and the purpose of our journey. 

At one place—I think it was in 
Budapest—they even wanted to 
know the maiden-names of our 
grandmothers before giving us a 
room! 

After a week or so in New 
York, we went to buy a used car. 
When we had sold our buggy in 
Paris before leaving, the transac- 
tion had to be approved by eight 
different government _ offices. 
Over here, it was a bit easier. 

“I'll just fix up that license 
plate,” the dealer said, “and you 
can drive the bus away.” 

I gave him my bank references 
and suggested making a down 
payment. 

“Who wants a down payment?” 
he said. “I’ve got your address, 
haven't I?” 

It then suddenly struck me that 
ever since the Founding Fathers 
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had pledged to each other “their 
lives, their fortunes and their sa- 
cred honor,” the American way of 
life has been largely based on a 
very simple rule: trust your fel- 
low-men. 

The kind official on the boat, 
the hetel manager, the car dealer, 
yes, our whole society couldn't 
function without the faith that 
most Americans have in each 
other. 

That is perhaps the most funda- 
mental difference I noticed when 
I came back from a long stay in 
Europe. Over there, nearly every- 
one treats his neighbor with dis- 
trust, if not suspicion. Here, 
people figure on the next man be- 
ing a “regular guy” until proven 
otherwise.

HE standard luncheonette in- 
T auiry—"How do you want it, 

Madam? On toast, rye, whole 
wheat or roll?”—also made my 
wife slightly dizzy during her 
first days in America. She looked 
even more flabbergasted when 
she came home from her first 
stroll through a supermarket. 

“Imagine! I counted 18 differ- 
ent types of bread on the shelves,” 
she exclaimed. “Eighteen kinds! 
I know some people in Europe 
who would be glad to have the 
choice of one!” 

Our most precious freedom, 
which I overlooked for a good 
many years, is our freedom of 
choice. 

Whether you earn $25 or $500 a 
week, you can always choose be- 
tween an infinite variety of goods 
in all price ranges—good clothes, 
shoes, hats, gadgets, cars, busses, 
trains, planes, books, newspapers, 
magazines, lectures, ball games, 
concerts, movies or comic-strips. 

“But that’s not a virtue, it’s an 
accident,” an envious German 
once told me. “You just happened 
to have plenty of elbow room and 
great resources in your country.” 

A good answer is another ques- 
tion: “How about Russia, China 
or some South American nations? 
They all cover immense spaces, 
they’re full of undeveloped riches, 
yet none of them has so far been 
able to offer its citizens as many 
choices as the United States.” 

I am convinced by my observa- 
tions abroad that what makes a

E’RE back to the player who 

had put down an insufficient 

meld on his previous turn.

However, not all these cards 
are actually in his hand. Having 
made an insufficient meld of 2- 
K-K and 2-7-7, these cards be- 
came exposed. He drew another 
seven from stock, discarded one 
of the exposed sevens from the 
table, where the other five il- 
legally exposed cards still re- 
mained. 

Meanwhile, his partner had 
made the count at too great a 
sacrifice, putting down 2-6-6, 2- 
5-5, and 2-4-4 and leaving himself 
with only two cards. The oppo- 
nents had not yet made their ini- 
tial 120 and the pack was begin- 
ning to mount, but the upcard 
was a black trey, so this player 
drew from stock. His draw was a 
six. 

Thereupon he proceeded to go 
wild. In order to validate the 
cards already on the table, he 


added the seven from his hand to 
the seven and one of the deuces 
exposed. He also tossed his ex- 
posed 2-K-K over to his partner 
to be added to their melds. Then 
he added a four and a six to his 
partner’s previous melds before 
he stopped to survey the wreck- 
age and find a discard from his 
remaining four cards. 

It didn’t much matter what he 
chose or whether his discard was 
immediately fatal. Without a ca- 
nasta base, with only three cards 
in his hand and two in his part- 
ner’s, his side was in a murderous 
squeeze. Only a miracle would let 
them complete a canasta or take 
the pack. Meanwhile, the oppo- 
nents froze the pack and went 
methodically about the business of 
wringing every possible meld out 


of the situation. Before the deal~ 


had ended they had scored about 
four thousand points.

other in a free society. Your free- 
dom of choice of cigarettes or soft 
drinks in the corner drugstore is 
inseparable from your freedom to 
pick a job, a mate or a political 
candidate.

NE night in Paris, I was tired 
Oer listening to a certain radio 

show. 

“Let’s switch to another pro- 
gram,” I suggested. 

But there was no other pro- 
gram. All broadcasters. were 
working for the government. 

So were the railroads and air- 
lines. Yet people could at least 
use them freely. But as I traveled 
farther East, the choices grew 
narrower and the use of them 
became more limited. 

The Czechs could not travel 
from one town to another in their 
own country without a special 
government pass. The Hungarians 
were forbidden to change their 
apartments, their employers or 
their minds without getting “per- 
mission.” 

Their one freedom of choice 
was between keeping quiet and 
being sent to the nearest con- 
centration camp. 

Communist leader Endre Havesi 
tried to explain to me why it had 
to be that way in Czechoslovakia. 

“Ever been adrift in a life- 
boat?” he asked. The shipwrecked 
passengers are put on rations, the 
captain in command tolerates no 
backtalk. Isn’t that right?” 

I don't know how valid that 
comparison might have been, but 
I know one thing: 

Anyone who really believes this 
Operation Shipwreck is a better 
and more desirable way of run- 
ning a country than our system 
must either be balmy or he is 
acting in bad faith.

Refrigerator 


OT summer weather increases 
H tne demands upon the refrig- 

erator, whether it is mechani- 
cal or of the type which must be 
iced. One rule which should be 
applied to both is the prevention 
of the over-crowding of the 
shelves in order that cold air can 
circulate properly. Then your re- 
frigerator will be given a chance 
to give you the efficiency for 
which it was designed. 


No matter how efficient your 
refrigerator is, however, plans 
should be made to use leftovers 
within a day or two after storage. 
Milk bottles should be washed 
and refrigerated as soon as pos- 
sible after delivery. Green vege- 
tables should be trimmed, washed 
and stored as soon as possible. 
They lose crispness and, incident- 
ally, vitamins when allowed to 
stay in a warm kitchen, The grow- 
ers are now packing their fine 
products in ice and some of them 
are actually immersed in an ice 
water bath as soon as they are 
picked. This process has been par- 
ticularly successful with sweet 
corn as it prevents the change of 
the natural sugar to starch. 


One of the conveniences of to- 
day is the ice vending machine 
which disgorges ice cubes when 
a coin is put in the slot. This is 
particularly useful in the country 
where there are weekend guests 
or when any type of entertaining 
is being done, as our home re- 
frigerator can not always supply 
us with all the ice we need either 
for home or picnic meals. If you 
are spending a summer in the 
country and are using an ice re- 
frigerator perhaps for the first 
time, remember that the _ ice 
chamber must be kept well filled. 
A modern type of box well insu- 
lated and _ scientifically made 
needs re-icing less often than an 
old-fashioned type. 


The automatic refrigerator, un- 
less you have the very latest 
model, needs to be defrosted 


more often in warm than in cold | 
weather. We open it more often | 


and let in warm air. Defrosted at 
the proper time, your refrigera- 
tor will be more efficient. The 
food protection of the modern re- 
frigerator is a real health asset, 
especially in warm weather, when 
food, especially of the protein 
type, tends to “spoil” quickly,

Contract 
Bridge

N many deals declarer’s best 

bet is to delay a crucial deci- 

sion, because he may be able 
to acquire valuable information. 
In other cases, however, the most 
propitious tactic is to make the 
key play immediately. For exam- 
ple:

South’s decision to preempt was 
extremely questionable. There 
was a good chance that the part- 
nership could make nine tricks at 
no-trump, but that the tenth trick 
might not develop at a spade con- 
tract. (Observe that in actual 
fact three no-trump would. have 
been cold.) 

West opened the diamond nine, 

Declarer played low from dummy, 
hoping to get some usable infor- 
mation, and East took the trick 
with the diamond queen, East 
shifted to the heart jack and de- 
clarer won with the ate. Now 
South ran off six trumps, watche- 
ing the opponents’ discards. Un- 
fortunately, however, these told 
him nothing, and when he now 
led a club for the guess which 
could no longer be avoided, he 
guessed wrong! He felt that since 
East had shown a long diamond 
suit headed by K-Q, he might 
have opened the bidding if he had 
also held the club ace, so when 
West played low, South put up 
dummy’s club king—and by so 
doing lost the contract. 
' There was no assurance that 
South would fulfill his contract, 
nq matter how he maneuvered, 
but if he had made his club play 
the moment he got in lead, his 
chances would have been better. 

The very fact that the club ace 
would not be played by West 
would be a fairly strong indica- 
tion that West did not have that 
card! A player in West's posi- 
tion, holding the ace of clubs, and 
especially with length in the suit, 
would think twice before ducking 
—he could not fail to fear that 
South was leading a singleton, 
and that the ace, if not played 
immediately, would “go to sleep.” 
Thus, on this immediate club play, 
if the ace did not appear from 
West, declarer could put in dum- 
my’s jack or 10 with relative con- 
fidence.

At Climbing 


A Pyramia 


By Henry McLemore 


CAIRO, June 29. 
FEW notes jotted down 
while flying Middle East 
Airlines from Beirut to 
Cairo: The captain of the plane. 
which now is a mile or so above 
the blue, blue waters of the 
Mediterranean, is the man who 
taught King Michael of Ro- 
mania how to fly, and who was 
His Majesty's pilot until the 


Russians took over the country 


and Michael literally had to fly. 
. Nothing looks as much 
like a desert as a desert. Once 
the Mediterranean is left be- 
hind, and you start crossing 
the Libyan desert on the last 
leg to Cairo, there is literally 
nothing to be seen. Trackless 
wastes of sand, without so much 
as a blade of grass, or a gnarled 
tree, or a camel train. Just 
nothing, and a lot of it. 

From a mile or so up,the 
Suez Canal looks like a long 
strip of baby blue ribbon, 
winding and curving through 
the nothingness of the desert. 
It looks much too narow to ac- 
commodate ships, and it is not 
until you see a vessel on its 


‘surface that you realize how 


broad it is. . Not far from 
Port Said they are cutting a 
bypass in the canal, so that 
ships will be able to pass one 
another. Just a form of rail- 
road siding in the desert... . 
Port Said, which is famed for 
its sinister wickedness (in 
stories, at least), is a peaceful 
enough looking place from the 
air. Sprawled on the shores 
of the Mediterranean, it looks 
quiet and calm enough to be 
the site of a Sunday school 
convention. 
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THE FLIGHT from Beirut to 
Cairo takes only a bit more 
than two hours and a half, but 
Middle East Airlines plies the 
customers. with soft drink and 
all sorts of sandwiches. I have 
never been on an airline where 
the service is as complete. The 
stewardess is doing something 
for you all the time. 

To the visitor making his 
first trip to Cairo, the sight of 
the city is dead sure to offer 
a thrill. . . . Below, winding 
majestically through the desert, 
is the Nile, looking just as it 
should — lined with stately 
palms, and dotted with craft of 
all sorts. . . . But the big kick 
comes with the first glimpse 
of the pyramids and the Sphinx. 
They looked down on Napoleon 
and his troops—from the Mid- 
dle East plane one looks down 
on them. 
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INCIDENTALLY, my readers 
need, not expect a description 
by me of how it feels to climb 
the Great Pyramid. A guide-

book to Cairo which I pur- 
chased in Beirut describes the 
ascent as a cross between be- 
ing hit over the head with an 
ax and being baked in a slow 
oven. The guidebook advises 
that if one does want to make 
the climb, and get the sweep- 
ing view from the summit, that 
one employ three dragomen. 
Two to go alcad tugging one 
by the hands and the third to 
bring up the rear and do some 
concentrated pushing. I am wild 
about views and will go to al- 
most any extreme to please my 
public, but that sounds a bit too 
tough. 
* * * 

THE REMAINDER of this is 
being written after clearing cus- 
toms in Cairo. From what I 
had read, I dreaded the ordeal. 
But I have never been treated 
more kindly.or with more ef- 
ficiency than by the Cairo cus- 
toms officers. We were in and 
out of customs in little more 
than 15 minutes. No fuss, no 
bother. . . . Cairo weather, too, 
has been erroneously maligned. 
The thermometer reads hot, but 
the heat is so dry that one 
doesn’t suffer half as much as 
one does in, say, Washington, 
D. C. And the nights—I haven't 
spent one here yet—are said to 
be so cool, even during the 
hottest months, that a light 
cover is needed.

Cheer Up and Feel Better 


By Norman Vincent Peale 


NE New Yorker for some 

months had been in an in- 

creasingly gloomy frame of 
mind about this country, the 
world situation and, most im- 
portant, himself. These gloomy 
thoughts saturating his mind 
began to affect him emotion- 
ally and physically. 

He was always on edge, he 
couldn't sleep, he snapped at 
his wife and children and, in 
general, was bad company. He 
complained to his friends that 
he “felt, rotten” most of the 
time. And that’s not surpris- 
ing, because he was filled with 
gloom poisoning. 

His wife, fortunately, was a 
more normal and wholesome 
person than he. She had read 
an article by a physician which 
state that joy is curative, that 


~it relaxes the body and causes 


it to function more efficiently. 
It also pointed out that long 
held pessimism actually low- 
ers vitality and acts as a gen- 
eral depressant. So she kept 
telling her husband, “Be cheer- 
ful and you'll feel better.” But 
this wifely preachment only 
seemed to nettle him more. 


Then, one day on his way to 
his office, his taxi stopped by 
chance directly in front of my 
church on Fifth avenue. To his 
astonishment, the words on the 
bulletin board announcing the 
sermon topic for the following 
Sunday were “Be Cheerful and 
Feel Better.” His first thought 
was that his wife and I were 
conspiring against him. Then. 
of course, he realized that 
couldn’t be. But the coinci- 
dence impressed him so much 


that he brought his wife to 
church to hear the sermon. 
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SOME WEEKS LATER, he 
came to see me and told me 
that he had been practicing the 
techniques of cheerfulness 
which I outlined in that sermon. 
Now he reports that he is “100 
per cent better in every way.” 
What's even more impressive 
is that his wife says it’s so. 

You may be interested to 
know that the text of my ser- 
mon that day was from Pro- 
verbs: “A merry heart doeth 
good like a medicine: but a 
broken spirit drieth the bones.” 

Dr. John Schindler, in an ar- 
ticle in the Reader’s Digest, 
says that of 500 people admitted 
to one ctinic, 77 per cent were 
suffering emotionally from what 
he calls the “C.D.T.’s.” This 
trouble isn’t caused by a bac- 
teria or a virus or a growth, 
but by the circumstances of liv- 
ing—the Cares, Difficulties and 
Troubles of life. These form so 
thick and impenetrable a crust 
that people cannot rise into a 
state of joy. 

And Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
quotes a psychiatrist: “I have 
never seen a case of psychosis 
where they have a serene faith 
in God, keep active and are 
cheerful.” 
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SO EVEN THE DOCTORS 
tell us that to feel better, we 
must be cheerful. But how? 
Well, here are a few suggest- 
tions: 

1. Sit down and list every- 
thing about which you can be 


cheerful. That fact that you 
can sit up and push a pencé, 
across the paper is one thing, 
Some people can’t, you know. 
Too many people count their 
blessings inefficiently, but they 
can count their troubles with 
the speed of an adding ma- 
chine. They practice gloom 
adding. You turn it around 
and practice joy adding. 


2. Take several moments each 
day, when riding, walking or 
just sitting, to let a few happy 
thoughts pass through your 
mind. They can be thoughts 
about such simple things as the 
good dinner you had last night 
or the nice thing somebody said 
to you. Recall the most pleas- 
ant moments of your life. 


3. Use a device Dale Car- 
negie once gave me—imagine 
all that is precious to you as 
taken away. Then imagine it 
all returned. Wouldn’t you be 
happy Well, then be happy. 
You have it all now. 


4. Try praying a different way. 
For a few days don’t ask God 
for anything in your prayers. 
Instead, thank Him for every- 
thing. Use prayers of thanks- 
giving, filling them with words 
of appreciation instead of re- 
quests and complaints.
